The 
lynchers claimed that the execution of these 
negroes was necessary to the preservation 
of the lives of the white men in this locality,

The killing of John Gray Foster, a popu- 
lar planter and brother-in-law of Governor 
MeMillin of Tenness took place on his 


} own plantation, five miles east of Shreve- 


port, on June 13. | 

He was shot from behind a cabin by a 
negro named Prince Edwards, who was one 
‘of a crowd of discontented negroes who had 


had trouble with Foster’s overseer. Foster 


had gone down to the negro quarters to talk 
the trouble over with the hands when he 
was shot from behind. Immediately after 
the shooting the negroes scattered in all 
directions, and twelve of them were caught 
during the next day by armed posses of White 
men who were looking for Prince Edwards in 
particular. 
Talk of General Hanging. 

The dozen negroes were locked up in Ken- 
nebrew's store, not far from the Foster plan- 
tation, and the idea of lynching several of 
them for the sake of example was seriously 
discussed at the time. 

This plan was again modified and the sug- 
gestion made that Prophet Smith, an in- 
fluential negro preacher to whom much of the 
agitation in the neighborhood was due, be 
strung up instead. 

The white men were, however, so absorbed 
in their search for Prince Edwards that they 
permitted the twelve persons to be taken to 
the little Town of Benton and locked up jn the 
jail there. 

S800 far as is known Edwards has not been 
caught and is still being searched for.

Smith Known in Texas. 

Prophet Smith had gained his title and 
some notoriety in Texas by his prophecies, 
many of which were taken as inspired by 
the negroes, They claimed that Smith fore- 
told the floods of the Brazos and other rivers 
in 1899, and later correctly prophesied the 
Galveston disaster. Many of the men who 
worked on the Foster place had come from 
Texas with Smith, who failed on a judgment 
day prophecy there and was becoming some- 
what of an annoyance in Houston. 

Prince Edwards was one of the band that 
moved from Texas to Louisiana with Smith.

| HOLD PRO MERTING. 


ANTI-WAR LONDONERS 


TRANSVAAL INDEPENDENCE. 


Resolutions Adopted Censuring the 
Government for Its Policy in South 


 Africa-Fifteen Thousand Opponents | 


Assemble .Outside the Hall and Only 
the Presence ot a Large Police 
Force Prevents a ‘Rush on 
Building. | 


[BY caBLE TO THE CHICAGO 

LONDON, June 20, 3 a. m. Thousands of 
Boer sympathizers assembled at Queen's 
Hall last night and passedresolutions con- 
demning the government its policy in 
south Africa and demanding that an imme- 
diate offer. of terms of peace be made to the 
Boers, this offer to include a promise of Som- 
plete independence. 

While the Boer sympathizers were passing 
these resolutions a crowd of from 12,000 to 
15,000 anti-Boers assembled in front of the 
hall, cheered Bari Roberts, Lord Kitchener, 
Joseph Chamberlain, and Lord Milner, sang 
“God Save the King,” and waved flags. 
‘Frequent attempts were made to rush the 
hall, but thousands of police on the scene 
prevented a riot. 


Conditions Were 

Conditions were propitious for a pro-Boer 
demonstration. Balfour had announced yes- 
terday that there were 17,000 Boers under 
arms, and.although Cecil Rhodes was much 
nearer the truth in estimating the hostile 
force as less than 9,000, thie First Lord of the 
Treasury was responsible for an official state- 
ment. Balfour’s candor had involved the ad- 
mission that the Boers, after fighting twenty 


months, were still able to muster half their 


force and hold up a British army of over 
225,000 men as easily as they could after 
Colenso and Magersfontein. 

The Boer sympathizers were n em- 
boldened to give an expression of their ad- 
miration for the warriors who were fighting 


with such invincible determination against | 


such overwhelming odds. They made ar- 
rangements with skill and caution for a mass 
meeting which would strengthen the arms of 
J. X. Merriman, ex-Treasurer of the Treas- 
2 who was to sail for Cape Town on Betur- 

y. 

Meeting Carefully Planned. 

Every preparation was made for a brent 
pro-Boer demonstration. Political agents 
canvassed the London hospitals and mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange within the last 
few days, inviting muscular medical men to 
attend a meeting in London tonight, at which 
the alleged horrors of the women's and chil- 
dren's refuge camps in south Africa are to 
be described. 

Messrs. Sauer and Merriman, er 
members of the last Cape Colony Ministry, 
were advertised to speak against the-policy 
of Lord Milner and the conduct of the war. 

Henry Labouchere was announced an 
chairman. 

Fosters announcing the meeting ‘were 
placed throughout the city and headed: 
* Patriots, take heed.“ They gave the names 
of those who were to speak, among them 


Dr. Gavin Brown Clark, the ex-member of

advised the Boers to occupy the Natal passes 
as the first operation of the war.

Opposition Is Strong. 


Those who are opposed to such a meeting 
contend that there was no other city in the 
world which would permit such a demon- 
stration while bloodshed was still prog- 
uld 
prevent its being held. 

Conservative papers in their ne yes- 
terday openly invited citizens to break up 
the meeting. 

The holders of the meeting engaged 500 
to 800 stewards to be in attendance at 6:30 
The jingo newspapers describe these 
men as gas stokers and navvies, who were 
chosen more for muscle than pro-Boerism. 

The anti-Boer crowds began collecting in 
front ot the hall two hours before the time 
for the meeting to begin. Before the doors 
of Queen’s Hall were closed there was a 
mad rush. The doors were thrown back 
violently and the glass panels smashed. 
Many persons suffered from contusions from 
kicks and blows, and some needed surgical 
assistance. Several women fainted and were 
rescued with difficulty. . Many people who 
were opposed to the objects of the meeting 
thus gained access to the hall and caused an 
uproar. 

Press Comment Is Bitter. 

All the loyalist papers this morning pub- 
lished editorials protesting against the ef- 
frontery of the Queen's Hall meeting. The 
Standard declares: There is no excuse for 
these Queen's Hall rhetoricians and their 
kind. From ‘the leader of the opposition 
downward they are as much the enemies of 
the country asif they were in the field against 
it with rifles in their hands.“ 

The Chronicle says: It was undoubtedly 
a packed meeting. ‘The stewards were curi- 
ously recruited, well drilled, and suitably 
armed to eject dissentients. But there had 
been thinly veiled incitements to rowdyism 
on the part of the dissentients, and in view 
of these and previous experiences the pro- 
moters were not to be blamed for packing the 
meeting, which, however, served the useful 
purpose of letting the cat out of the bag as 
to the real policy behind the movement— 
namely: to restore erf to the two 
republics.”’ 

In a speech in London last night: A. J. Bal- 
tour, government leader in the House of 
Commons, referred to the charges, of barbar- 
ity to women and children in the British con- 
centration camps in south Africa. Mr. Ba!- 
four said that naturally it was the desire of 
everybody that these people should possess . 
every comfort, but it was an absolute miti- 
tary necessity to clear certain parts of the 
country. This could only be done by remov- 
ing provisions and stock from farms and 
leaving the women and children to starve or 
taking them to camps where they could be 
provided with food and shelter 


Report from the Camps. 

The correspondent of the Times at Bloem- 
fontein sends a long report in regard to the 
concentration camps, covering the period up 
to the end of May, When there were 24,800 


refugees in these places. The average mor- 


tality rate was 116.76 per 1,000. He adds: 
„ This may seem high, but many reasons 
have conduced to this rate, which is now de- 
creasing rapidly. The Boers have never been 
used to living together in large numbers, and 
they are absolutely without appreciation of 
the necessity of sanitgry cleanliness. The 
women also take small care of their chil- 
dren.“ 
The correspondent says that 
these people 4.514 tents were provided and 
$11,250 spent in Bloemfontein in providing 
wood and iron shelters. More than $9,000 
was expended for clothing, and 15,000 blan- 
kets were distributed. 

The magnitude of the task of feeding these 
people is shown by the fact that eighty-eight 
tons of foodstuffs. were imported for the 
refugees weekly, despite the heavy military 
requirements on the railway. Schools have 


been established in the camps and education 


is conducted in English. Attendance is vol- 


-yntary, but all pafents have shown an alac- 


rity in having their children educated.

Other Purses Stolen.

Several days ago 
Father M. J. Fitzsimmons warned the women 
to look out for their pocketbooks. 

Mrs. Woods did not know her purse had 
been stolen until she had boarded a State 
street electric car. She at once went to the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Station to report 
the matter, arriving a few minutes after 
Policeman Stapleton and his prisoner. There 
she found her purse on the sergeant’s desk, 
together with three others which had been 
taken from the prisoner. Mrs. Woods said 
her purse had contained $16. No money was 
: found in it when it was taken from the girl. 

Nhe prisoner will not be booked for several 
days, and in the meantime Captain Revere 
will endeavor to secure the names of other 
persons who have lost their purses.

CIRCUIT RULING SET ASIDE. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois decided yes- 
terday that all the liquor laws and ordi- 
nances in force in Hyde Park at the time of 
the annexation to Chicage are still effective 
and always will stand in force unless re- 
pealed by the people of that district. The 
ruling, it is asserted, makes it impossible to 
sell liquor either at retail or wholesale in 
the Hyde Park district so long as the Hyde 
Park Protective association and the people 
generally desire to see the law enforced. 

The decision of the court comes as a re- 
lief to the Protective association, which has 
waged a long, hard fight against the men 
who sought to invade the territory. They 
have urged that the city should have taken 
their part and kept “ blind pigs” out of 
the district. 

With Corporation Counsel Walker's effec- 
tive assistance they made some headway, 
but the city government has not been gen- 
erally disposed to be friendly to the restrict- 
tive ordinances, especially when there was 
strong pressure to have them made ineffec- 
tive. | 

Cross of Blind Pig and Saloon. 

The first decision by the Circuit Court 
which enabled persons seeking a wholesale 
liquor license to dispose of liquor by the gal- 
lon, filled Hyde Park with licensed men who 
thus were authorized to sell one gallon of li- 
quor whenever they pleased. The Protec- 
tive association discovered that the law re- 
stricting the sale to large quantities was no 
‘ hindrance, as the venders or liquors would 
take orders for a gallon and deliver it toa 
man in small quantities if he desired it in 
that way. This left. them with a cross be- 
tween a blind pig’ and a saloon on their 
hands, so they appealed the case to see if 
they could test the vaiidity of their uxiginal 
ordinances. 

The case was argued in the ditherent 
courta, and finally landed in the Supreme 
Court by Attorneys John Barton Payne and 
Edwin Burritt Smith in behalf of the Hyde 
Park Protective association. It was the 
case of the people on the relation of Felix J. 
Krause against Carter Harrison, Mayor of 
Chicago. Krause owned a meat market and 
grocery in Cottage Grove avenue, in the 
prohibition district of Hyde Park. He ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel ‘the Mayor to deliver 
him a license and approve his bond to sei?

Appellate Rule Affirmed. 

In fits decision the Supreme Court affirmed 
the Appellate Court’s deeisſon in full. In this 
the following paragraph is emphasized: 

There cannot, in our opinion, be any doubt 
that it was the intention of the Legislature, 
and of the lawfully constituted authorities 
of Hyde Park as well, that there should be 
preserved to the annexed territory all of the 
Hyde Park liquor ordinances in force at the 
time of annexation, for all time to come, ex- 
cept as they provide for a change therein, and 
that, as said in the Cregier case, they are 
placed beyond repeal by the City of Chi- 
cago.”’ 

President Brintnall Rejoices. 

“Tt is a case of great Importance to the 
people of Hyde Park,“ said President W. 
H. Brintnal of the Hyde Park Protective 
association, last night. We felt that the 
Supreme Court would render a favorable 
opinion, but naturally we are relieved now 
that it has fulfilled our expectations. Under 
this decision we will have no more blind pigs 
in Hyde Park. And, furthermore, no licenses 
in the local option section unless the licensees 
comply with the law. We will not interfere 
with the men who have licenses and ask 
only that they observe the law as fully in 
conducting their places as they have in se- 
curing their license, because) then will 
be no cause for trouble.“

“The decision is what we have been con- 
tending for ever since Hyde Park becamea 
part of Chicago, said Walter C. Wilson, 
“It has been the rankest kind of injustice 
that the people have been compelled to organ- 
ize protective associaticris and pay the ex- 
penses of prosecuting the fight out of their 
own purses, instead of the cy taking it up. 
The ruling of the court will afford us the pro- 
tection we have sought because the old laws 
are sufficient to keep the district ciean of 
‘ bli pigs and the wagons and ‘ gallon 
ho ’ which have infested it.“

Maid of All Work Satisfied. 


Shortly after her visit to Dr. Thomas Miss 
Becker discevered the girl she had been 
looking for. Mise Mame Warren, at 167 Ash- 
land boulevard, is employed in a boarding- 
house as the only girl. She says she cooks 
for twenty people, does all the housework, 
and some of the washing. She gets $5 a 
week, and is well satisfied with it. She did 
not care to join the union, nor did she take 
much interest in it. She said she had be- 
gun work at 6:30 yesterday morning, and 
had not finished at 9 o’clock in the evening, 
but that was her own fault. ° 

The three apartments from 168 to 173 Ash- 
land are conducted as one boarding-house, 
with thirty-two people to be served. Three 
girls were found there who were strongly in 
favor of the union. They said there were 
many conditions under which house servants 
‘work that should not be tolerated. 

We ought not to be working bere until. 
this time of night after beginning ac 5:30 or 
-6 o'clock,” said one of them. Perhaps our 
work is such we cannot get regular hours, 
but then we ought to have some regulation 

Takes Order for a Union Girl. 1 

So sure is Miss Becker of the suecess of 
her plan that she took an order last night 
for a union servant girl. J. B. Warder, who 
lives on Adams street, near Ashland avenue, 
said he would be glad to have Miss Becker 
supply him with a domestic if she could get 
a satisfactory one. He could not promise 
to wait until the organization of the union 
and will continue his search for a non-union 
girl in the meantime. 

At the residence of General Charles Fitz- 
Simons two girls were found who favored a 
union. One of them was the second girl and 
the other a friend of hers. The first girl was 
opposed to unions. 
11 have a brother who is a union man,” 
she said, but I don’t think unions were 
made for the women. Unions have done my 
brother more harm than good.“ | 

Finds Many Looking for Her. 

„Could I see the girl employed here?“ 
asked Miss Becker, when she rang at the 
front door of W. J. Wülson's residence. 

„Are you Miss Sophia Becker?“ asked 
Miss Wilson. 

Miss Becker found a number of people 
waiting for her visit. She learned in a con- 
versation with Miss Wilson that the do- 
mestics there were treated in the best of 
fashion. She said they had their own bath- 
room in connection with their rooms and 
were given almost as many luxuries and 
conveniences as members of the family. 

At the residence of Dr. D. R. Brewer on 
Jackson boulevard, Miss Becker met a cool 
reception. 

am prepared for you,“ said Mrs. Brew.

Shows Plenty of Courage. | 
Miss Becker displayed plenty of courage 
for the part she has taken. Where the front 
doors of houses did not look encouraging she 
went down dark alleys and knocked at rear 
doors. She went to the rear of W. P. Rend's 
house and talked with the woman who acted 

as cook and first girl. The woman would not 
give her name, and yet professed some inter- 
est in the union. She said she wanted to see 
how it worked before she had anything to do

street, had evidently heard of walking dele- 
gates and organizers in connection with 
strikes where dynamite was used. She shut 
the door and fled when Miss Becker an- 
nounced her name and the purpose of her 
visit.

A number of them refused to do this, saying 
they feared it would result disastrously to 
them to have their names appearing in con- 
nection with the union. To those who were 
satisfied with their conditions Miss Becker 
talked philanthropy. She said they ought 
to stand by the boarding-house girls and 
those whose positions are hardest. 


Encouraged by Her Efforts. | 
Miss Becker, who had been working in a 
shoe factory all day, started on her campaign 
after dinner, thus working over time. She 
worked until arly 10 o'clock, when she 
found the girls beginning to retire. She 
says she will keep it up, and believes that a 
large number of members can be secured for 
the union. | 
Tonight she will report to the Woman's 
league at its meeting in the Masonic Temple 
on the progress of her work.
